Debtors Jobs

NORRISTOWN, Pa. (UPI) — When a local bank president 
learned that many of his custom ers could not repay loans 
because they were unemployed, he decided to do something 


about it. 
He got them jobs. 
John Carr, president of Suburban Bank, recently called a 
m eeting of his consumer loan departm ent staff to discuss the 
bank’s delinquent loan customers^ 
“ We’re in the money-making business, 
he told 
“ But it doesn’t do much good to harass a custom er for 
paym ent if the poor guy isn’t working. 
“ You m ight even find them jobs, 
he said and left 


,hThe next day C arr discussed the problem over lunch with 
Edw ard M eister, president of Transicoil Inc., of nearby 
W orcester, Pa. M eister, whose firm m anufactures srnall 
m otors, said he had openings on his night shift and agreed to 
work something out. 
That sam e night Norreen Lawless, 26, m anager of the loan 
departm ent, called the delinquent loan consum ers and found 
that 87 were unemployed as the result of recent job layoffs^ 
She contacted local m erchants and within three days placed 
22 bank custom ers in new jobs. 
“So far nobody has rejected our offer, Ms. Lawless said. 
“First of all, they don’t believe the bank is getting them a 
fob They are so used to lending businesses saying,‘I want 
your money,’ and that’s it. So when the bank called them, 
they were really surprised. 
“It’s helping them out and it’s helping me out, she sa . 
According to Carr, the 22 men have been hired eitherpart 
time or full time as maintenance workers, machinists, truck 
drivers or production workers. 
“One became a production manager and got paid in the 
high teens, a job he had been looking for for over two years, 
Carr said. 


Briscoe Reveals Energy Plan 


Asks fo r Special D evelopm ent Fund 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - 
Gov. Dolph B riscoe has 
proposed a series of bills 
designed to insure Texans 
have an adequate energy 
supply and red u ce th eir 
utilities bills. At the sam e 
time he criticized President 
F o rd ’s 
la te st 
energy 
proposals. 
“ I might as well be blunt 
about it.” Briscoe told a joint 
session of the legislature 
Wednesday. “ The proposals 
for energy m anagem ent in 
President Ford's state of the 
union m essage last week are 
confronting us here in Texas 
with potential disaster. 
The governor asked the 
le g isla tu re to p ass law s 
requiring efficiency labels 
on appliances sold in Texas, 
m an d ato ry 
energy 
co n ­ 
se rv a tio n 
in 
buildings, 
reg u latio n of g eo th erm al 
energy 
production 
and 
creation of a special energy 
development 
fund 
to 
ac ­ 
c e le ra te developm ent of 
energy sources. 
B riscoe said th e sta te 
should also require removal 
of v alu ab le n a tu ra l gas 
liquids before gas is used for 
fuel. 
The governor proposed a 
$299,999 feasibility study to 
determ ine if revitalized rail 
tra n sp o rta tio n 
could 
be 
utilized to transport goods 
and 
people 
betw een 
m etropolitan areas, and also 


asked for a special dedicated 
fund to finance urban public 
transportation. 
Briscoe also proposed the 
legislature abolish the 4 per 
cent state sales tax on utility 
bills in Texas, and said that 
move will save consum ers 
$80 million a year. 
But the governor failed to 
mention in 
his 45-minute 
speech proposals to create a 
state commission to regulate 


public utilities in Texas.

H obby, 
who 
endorsed 
creation of a utilities com ­ 
mission 
in 
his 
inaugural 
address a day earlier, said 
he was generally pleased 
w ith 
B risc o e’s

commission. 
But Sen. Oscar Mauzy, D- 


D allas,

the 
legislature will set up a 
u tility com m ission even 
w ithout B risco e’s e n d o r­ 
sement.

— If the m arks on your iron are from 
burned-on starch, you might try using a non abrasive 
cleaner on the cool iron, or mild suds or baking soda and a 
damp cloth. Wipe dry and wax the surface by ironing over 
waxed paper with the iron set at “ W arm ” , then polish with 
a soft doth. Silver polish is a non-abrasive cleaner you may 
have on hand. — PO LLY. 


D EAR PO LLY — My P et Peeve is with the terrible table 
manners used by people on TV com m ercials. The kids are taught 
good manners and then see these people set a bad exam ple for 
them.

An Internal Revenue 
Service ruling allows a full 
deduction of these charges 
The Ruling allow s all 
“ fin an c e” or “ c a rry in g ” 
charges billed by a retail 
sto re on your revolving 
ch arg e 
accounts 
to 
be 
deducted 
as 
in te re st 
paym ents. It is considered 
th at 
these 
finance 
or 
carrying charges are for the 
p rivilege 
of 
d efe rrin g 
paym ents of the full amount 
of the bill. A ccordingly, 
these charges are interest 
and are now fully deductible. 
Interest paid on all other 
loans is also deductible 


except when the loan is used 
to purchase municipal bonds 
(income from which is non­ 
taxable). 
Interest 
on 
your 
home 
m ortgage usually is a big 
am ount of your in te rest 
deduction, so it would be 
wise to make sure that you 
get a statem ent from your 
m ortgage com pany each 
year. Also, in buying a new 
home, the “ points” charged 
to the buyer are deductible 
as interest by the buyer 
unless 
the 
“ points 
represent specific charges 
for services rendered by the 
m o r t g a g e 
c o m p a n y . 
“ Points” that are charged

not 
deductible. 
If you m ade any of 1975’s 
monthly 
paym ents before 
the end of 1974, you may 
deduct the interest you paid 
in 1974 on your 1974 return,

Income Tax 


Should Be 


Filed Soon 


Plano residents should 
consider filing their 
1974 
income tax returns as soon 
as possible if they have not 
already done so, according 
to A.W. McCanless, district 
director of the Internal 
Revenue Service (IRS) for 
North Texas. 
"One basic fact you can 
always depend on,” said 
McCanless, "is that the 
sooner you file your return, 
the sooner you'll receive a 
refund if you are due one.” 
He especially urged tax 
payers not to delay filing 
their returns while hoping 
for a tax cut. 
He explained that the 
proposed tax rebate, if 
approved 
by 
Congress, 
would be based on a tax­ 
payer's total tax liability for 
1974. That liability, he said, 
cannot be computed until 
after a taxpayer’s return has 
been filed with the IRS and 
processed at the agency’s 
computer center in Austin 
McCanless 
said 
that 
persons filing income tax 
returns this year actually 
have two reasons to file 
early. 
Those 
expecting 
refunds 
will 
get 
those 
refunds in about five weeks 
while taxpayers filing 
in 
March or April may have to 
wait up to 12 weeks for their 
refund. And all taxpayers, 
including those who will owe 
tax with their returns, need 
to have a correctly com­ 
pleted return filed with the 
IRS before they can think 
about receiving a tax rebate.

zym es. These are nonliving 
protein m olecules that can 
ch a n g e 
ch em ica l 
c o m ­ 
pounds.

digestible compounds from 
vegetable proteins. 
An enzym atic process is 
used to m ake soybean e x ­ 
ten d ers

poultry) that are showing up 
in ever increasing numbers 
in superm arkets. 
McMullen expects the new 
sugar (which can be m ade 
from any starch, including 
corn, potatoes and tapioca) 
to replace liquid cane syrup 
as the principal sw eetener in 
soft drinks, canned fruit and 
c o m m e r c i a l 
b a k e r y 
products.
